Charlie Rose suspended by 
CBS; PBS removes show

Eight women have told The 
Washington Post that longtime 
television host Charlie Rose made 
unwanted sexual advances toward 
them, including lewd phone calls, 
walking around naked in their 
presence, or groping their breasts, 
buttocks or genital 
areas. 

The women 
were employees or 
aspired to work for 
Rose at the Charlie 
Rose show from 
the late 1990s to 
as recently as 2011. 
They ranged in 
age from 21 to 37 at the time of the 
alleged encounters. Rose, 75, whose 
show airs on PBS and Bloomberg 
TV, also co-hosts CBS This Morning 
and is a contributing correspondent 
for 60 Minutes. 

There are striking commonalities 
in the accounts of the women, 
each of whom described their 
interactions with Rose in multiple 
interviews with The Post. For all of 
the women, reporters interviewed 
friends, colleagues or family 
members who said the women had 
confided in them about aspects of 
the incidents. Three of the eight 
spoke on the record. 

Five of the women spoke on the 
condition of anonymity out of fear 
of Rose’s stature in the industry, his 
power over their careers or what 
they described as his volatile temper.

Sharon Tate begged for more 
time. She was due to give birth to 
a son in two weeks and pleaded: 
“Please don't kill me. I just want 
to have my baby.” One of Charles 
Manson's followers then stabbed the 
actress 16 times, and with a towel 


dipped in her blood, wrote “PIG” on 
her front door. 

Fifteen years after her daughter's 
death, Doris Tate conjured that fu- 
tile plea as she sat across from a 
Manson Family member convicted 
of killing Tate and four others at the 
star’s home on Aug. 9, 1969. 

“What mercy, sir, did you show 
my daughter when she was beg- 
ging for her life?” Doris Tate asked

AT&T 
preps 
for big 
battle 


Dallas-based telecom vows 
to fight lawsuit blocking its 
merger with Time Warner

AT&T kicked off a legal battle 
with the government Monday, vow- 
ing to fight and ultimately win its 
bid for media and entertainment 
company Time Warner after the U.S. 
Department of Justice sued to block 
the deal. 

Dallas-based AT&T is hoping to 
dive into a future where its sphere of 
influence extends beyond telecommu- 
nications and cable into media and 
entertainment. It sees the key to its 
survival as being able to compete with 
tech giants like Facebook and Ama- 
zon, which reach hundreds of mil- 
lions of customers with content and 
create a universe of products. 

But that future may now be in 
jeopardy. 

The Justice Department’s 
lawsuit is a turn that AT&T — and

EL PASO — The death of a U.S. 
Border Patrol agent Sunday has led 
to a new call from President Donald 
Trump to build a wall to protect 
Americans from Mexico. 

But the sheriff where Rogelio 
Martinez died Sunday cautioned 
that federal and county investigators 
are also looking into whether the 
death was caused by an accident, 
including the possibility that the 
agents could have fallen from an 
embankment in the dark of night. 

The FBI, which is leading the 
investigation, did not rule out 
that possibility, calling Martinez’s
